LESS MISHAPS 
IN INDUSTRY 


State Drive 
Hegins To He 
Effective 
In 
Pennsyl­ 
vania. 


The “safety in industry” drive of 
the department of labor and Indus­ 
try is begining to show results after 
eighteen months. 
The reduction in number of acci­ 
dents in May is the largest decline 
in one month since the drive began 
Januarl 
I. 
1929. the departm ent 
announced 
May is the fourth consecutive 
month in which accidents in indus­ 
try have showm a decrease in com­ 
parison with the number of acci­ 
dents In the preceding year 
The change is the most impor­ 
tant because in the first thirteen 
months of the safety drive the num ­ 
ber of accidents each month was 
higher than in the corresponding 
month of the previous year. 
Reduced 9 Percent 
In the first five months of this 
year fatal accidents have been re­ 
duced 9 per cent and nan-fatal 
accidents 6.5 per cent from the 
number in the same months of last 
year, the departm ent reports. 
The 
five montlis this year resulted in 
749 fatal and 61.478 non-fatal acci­ 
dents. This reduction has saved 
seventy-four lives and has prevented 
4288 injuries, if the 1929 record is 
considered as standard. 
, 
The m onth of May produced 127 
deaths and 12,059 injuries in indus­ 
try in the state. This is a decrease 
of 41 deaths, but an increase of 750 
injuries from April; but both the 
non-fatal and fatal accidents were 
substantially lower than in May, 
1929, 
Pointing to a drop rn accidental 
deaths in the construction and con­ 
tracting industry front thirty in 
april to fourteen in May, the de­ 
partment comments: 
“The decrease of sixteen deaths 
in the construction 
industry 
for 
May is particularly notable in view 
of the vast expansion of activities 
in that industry at this season of 
the year." 
In manufacturing plants the ac­ 
cidental death toil declined from 
34 in April to 19 in May, the re­ 
duction 
being 
accomplished 
by- 
plants outside the metals industry, 
Philadelphia last m onth reported 
only eleven industrial fatalities, the 
largest number being three in the 
construction 
industry. 
Philadel­ 
phia's total 
for the month 
was 
matched by Lackawanna and Lu­ 
zerne counties and exceeded by Al­ 
legheny county, which reported 13 
industrial deaths.
